Re-use of existing buildings 
is the codes issue now 


Those who write building codes typically approach 
their task with a narrow focus and a specific agenda. 
However, building codes always have been an instru- 
ment of social policy. In order to prevent destructive 
conflagrations, non-combustible construction was pre- 
scribed for certain occupancies. In order to minimize 
loss of life and fires, multiple egress routes, detection 
systems, and sprinklers were required. Most recently, 
in order to conserve energy, standards for thermal 
resistance of building components and efficiency of 
building systems have been established. 


The “existing buildings” section of the Massachusetts 
State Building Code is currently being rewritten and 
the BSA Codes Committee has devoted considerable 
energy over the last year to defining a position that 
will balance environmental concerns and life safety 
while encouraging the re-use and restoration of exist- 
ing buildings. The standard set by the New Jersey 
Rehabilitation Subcode, recently adopted by Rhode 
Island, expedites the re-use of existing buildings by 
minimizing onerous code requirements. The environ- 
mental rationale for this approach is straightforward: 
the re-use of existing buildings conserves energy, recy- 
cles materials, and preserves townscapes without con- 
tributing to sprawl. 


Compared to these benefits, the thermal resistance of 
the window or wall systems in an existing building are 
of secondary importance in our view. Similarly, exist- 
ing buildings have demonstrated that they can be 
occupied safely for their intended uses. Excessive 
structural or fire-protection requirements for existing 
buildings are more likely to be counter-productive 
because they will discourage renovation unless a new 
use justifies these new systems. 


While various special-interest groups continue to be 
the prime instigators of code development, the archi- 
tectural community must serve as advocate of the big 
picture, a comprehensive approach to the way in 
which codes shape the built environment in general. 
We invite all readers interested in these issues to join 
us on third Wednesday of each month (except 
August) as we attempt to help shape the future of 
the Massachusetts Building Code and the world it 
shapes.

Architects’ influence is felt ee § 
April was far from the cruelest month. Indeed, in 

April the Massachusetts architectural profession 

enjoyed two significant public-policy victories on 

Beacon Hill. 


In mid-April, we e-mailed requests to members and 
allies throughout the state to call their state senators 
and representatives in support of the Liveable 
Communities Act. Many members were quick to help 
and your telephone calls made a difference: on April 
11, the State Senate passed the Environmental Bond 
Bill, which includes the liveable communities legisla- 
tion sponsored by Senator Marc Pacheco (the archi- 
tectural profession's Legislator of the Year in 2002!). 
The Senate attached numerous amendments and the 
Bond Bill was enlarged to about $950 million. The 
House version is currently in the Rules Committee 
and probably will not be acted on until after the tax 
and budget debates are concluded. It is important to 
speak to your representatives in the House now about 
supporting this bond bill. 


A few weeks later, on April 30, scores of architects 
throughout Massachusetts arrived on Beacon Hill to 
join our industry allies for Design Professionals Day at 
the State House. This was an extraordinary opportu- 
nity to underscore our support of the liveable commu- 
nities and other initiatives that have significant 
impacts on our practices and our communities. If you 
missed the event on Beacon Hill this year, do not miss 
it next year. This has proved an extraordinary oppor- 
tunity for our profession to enhance our visibility 
among our legislators and to help inform our legisla- 
tors on a broad range of public-policy issues about 
which they truly care. Our profession has become a 
source of expertise upon which legislators depend and 
we need to expand the base of that resource...and 
that means we need you and your direct connection 

to your elected state representatives in your community.

BSA invests in young designers’ 
national e-newsletter 


ArchVoices is the relatively new electronic news source 
and information-exchange service for young design 
professionals throughout the country. Inaugurated in 
1999 by a few young designers seeking to enrich the 
dialogue on issues of importance to the next genera- 
tion of professionals, ArchVoices quickly has become a 
valuable voice for the profession in general. 


As the service seeks to move from a low-level volun- 
teer operation to an enriched and appropriately staffed 
service, the BSA has become an early collaborator and 
is providing financial and other support to 
ArchVoices.

Brown 
cited the BSA’s recent creation of the Young 
Professionals Advisory Council, an open forum for 
young members and non-members with a seat on the 
Board of Directors, as another example of efforts to 
empower the next generation and to help the BSA 
and the profession as a whole benefit more directly 
and more immediately from a greater awareness of 
young designers’ interests and needs as they begin 
shaping careers in our industry.

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State working with designers 
to improve public work 


Architects and engineers representing the BSA and 
ACEC have been meeting periodically over the past 
few years with senior managers at the State's 
Department of Capital Asset Management (DCAM) 
to explore ways of improving the public-work envi- 
ronment at the state level. 


We have been focusing on quality assurance and the 
coordination of bid documents, the accuracy of esti- 
mates and probable construction costs, the DCAM 
fee schedule, salary multipliers, payment milestones, 
DCAM'’s Form 9, and DCAM's standard design con- 
tract. The discussions are candid and are resulting in 
concrete steps to improve the working environment 
for everyone. 


Among the group’s achievements is the raising of 
DCAM’s multiplier from 2.5 to 2.75 times direct 
labor costs. We are currently reviewing the industry 
norms for multipliers as reflected in surveys by con- 
sulting firms such as PSMJ and ZweigWhite and we 
hope to secure enhanced multipliers in the near 
future. Architects and engineers also have provided 
advice on DCAM’ design contract, which has been in 
place for many years and is in need of updating. 
Suggestions on this already have been forwarded to 
DCAM'ss legal advisors. Among the changes we hope 
to implement are clearer definitions of construction 
administration activities and fairer designer compensa- 
tion when project schedules are exceeded through no 
fault of the designer.

The agency continues to be frustrated by several 
recent projects that were bid well above the designers’ 
cost estimates. Meetings with cost consultants have 
been encouraged to brainstorm on how best to 
address such unforseen escalation. Another recurring 
issue for DCAM is the lack of careful coordination of 
the contract documents, which can lead to construc- 
tion-phase changes and unforseen cost increases. We 
are eagerly seeking suggestions on how to improve the 
quality of the documents and the finished product.

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Paid off! ...almost 
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At the end of the boom in the late 1980s, the Boston 
architectural profession purchased this abandoned 
building at a public auction. Located in the financial 
district near Quincy Market and the Custom House 
Tower, the building — now known as The Architects 
Building — quickly became a valued meeting place 
for architects and for our allies in the industry and it 
also became the offices of the BSA. 


The building — designed in 1853 by Charles Edward 
Parker — was acquired by a building committee led 
by Peter Madsen FAIA and Buz Brannen FAIA and it 
was Jung/Brannen Associates that made the purchase 
possible while the BSA fund-raising campaign led by 
Tom Payette FAIA was getting under way. Over 
$400,000 in contributions from hundreds of archi- 
tects and architecture firms, engineers, contractors, 
attorneys and other BSA allies ultimately made the 
purchase a reality. 


The design team was led by Peter Forbes FAIA, Ken 
DeMay FAIA and project manager Dennis Rieske 
AIA and the building was renovated with an enor- 
mous amount of assistance (much of it pro bono) from 
several general contractors led by Shawmut Design 
and Construction and numerous subcontractors and 
suppliers who worked with us to make it affordable. 


The bad news at the time was that the recession of 
the early 1990s followed hard on the heels of the 
purchase of the building and that economic down- 
turn put an enormous strain on the BSA and BSA 
members and firms as the profession rallied to sus- 
tain the building throughout the recession. OF 
extraordinary significance during this period was the 
generous financial support of several member firms 


and allies who co-signed the first mortgage on the 
building and financed the second mortgage, a level 
of support that was crucial and was provided by 
ADD Ine, Architectural Resources Cambridge, CBT, 
Charrette, Finegold Alexander + Associates, 
Jung/Brannen Associates, Jung/Brannen Develop- 
ment, Keyes Associates, Payette Associates, Shepley 
Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott, TAC, and the 
Wallace Floyd Design Group. 


It is my pleasure to report that the profession's com- 
mitment has been honored — in April the BSA paid 
off the first mortgage on the building five years 
ahead of schedule. There is a smaller second mort- 
gage held by several member firms who have since 
transferred their interest in that note to the Boston 
Foundation for Architecture; the BSA will pay off 
that mortgage as well in the coming year. 


Every architect and every one of our allies in the 
building industry who played a role in the creation of 
this center for the architectural profession and for the 
building industry deserves our appreciation and grati- 
tude for their foresight. I also wish to acknowledge in 
particular my predecessors as BSA president who led 
us through the enormous financial difficulties of the 
early 1990s and the subsequent years as the BSA 
rebuilt its financial strength — Chuck Redmon FAIA, 
Peter Forbes FALA, Wilson Pollock FAIA, Richard 
Bertman FAIA, David Lee FAIA, Elizabeth Ericson 
FAIA, Ed Tsoi FAIA, Elizabeth Padjen FAIA, Lee 
Cott FAIA, Roger Goldstein FAIA, Peter Kuttner 
FAIA, Charles Tseckares FAIA, Michael Hicks AIA 
and Rebecca Barnes FAIA. These former BSA presi- 
dents — and their remarkable BSA treasurers includ- 
ing Ken DeMay FAIA, the late Tony Platt FAIA, 
Steve Cecil AIA, Paul Nakazawa AIA and Jim Dunn, 
Assoc. AIA — deserve our thanks for their uncom- 
mon leadership. 


It is a pleasure to report this news to you as we cele- 
brate the BSA’s 135th anniversary this month on June
